Mrs. Swice's husband was employed by 
the Company at ita coal docka at Maysville aad 
he was knocke<l off an elevated track by a train 
and in falling hia neck was broken, causing his 
death.

Relic of Early Railroading Kept In a 
Roundhouse in Massachusetts 



The car that staada la tbe ronadhoasa at 

Plainville, MasH-.is the oldest railroad coach in 
tbe United States and as such makes a pathetic 
appeal to all people wbo reawmber tba earliest 
daya of railroading. It recalls the days when 
it WOK admired by all the countryside as it rolled 
over the rails between lioston and Providence 
at a pace which today woald be regarded as al- 
most funeral. Today it stands ne^!' -nd 
forlorn, covered with the dust of many year.s, 
and enmeshed by coontlasa cobwaba — a rusty, 
useless old thing ia a remote ooraor of tko roaad- 
honse. 

To the younger generation it seemii almost in- 
credible that thla prialtiTa vahiele could have 
been tbe predeces-ior of tbe magnificent Pullman 
of today. Its outliaes suggest a stage coach 
rather tbaa a railroad car, aid the jolting of the 
crudf stmetaia waa bat littla brokoa bf tka deli- 
cate-looking springs beaeath it.
